HINTS ON THE CULTURE OF ROSES. 


What Varieties to Plant.—The EVER-BLOOMING or MONTHLY ROSES are the only really constant bloomers we have. | 
They begin to bloom early in May, and continue all through the summer and autumn months until stopped by freezing weather. | 
They bloom and flourish luxuriantly in all parts of the country, from Canada to Mexico, In the North they require protection during 


winter, and must not be expected to survive in the open ground without protection where the temperature falls much below zero. | 


Hardy Roses.—This section includes the Hybrid Perpetuals and Mosses, and while they are not constant bloomers, they make 
a gorgeous display in May and June. Most of the Hybrid Perpetual class give a second crop of bloom in September and October. 


Preparation of Rose Bed.—Select asunny spot, prepare your bed by digging to the depth of eighteen inches. Any good | 
garden mould will grow roses. After the plants have been set out, which should be early in the season, keep the soil loose by frequent 
shallow stirrings, till the middle of June, when they should be mulched by covering the surface of the bed to a depth of an inch or so'| 
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with old manure to prevent evaporation. An occasional application of manure water greatly stimulates growth. 


Fertilizers.—Fine, well-decomposed cow manure is the best for general purposes, and the results obtained from its use will be 
found to be in most respects, satisfactory. Ground bone ranks next to cow manure as a fertilizer. 


Winter Protection.—The ever-blooming roses require protection during the winter. A good way of protecting them 
is to bend the bush down and cover to the depth of three or four inches with loose earth, over this put a light covering of boards or 
boughs. Any mode of protection is good that will prevent sudden freezing and thawing, and does not hold moisture about the stem, | 
causing decay. A straw covering is apt toharbor mice. DO NOT COVER TOO SOON; wait until the plants are well matured, 
and severe weather is beginning; light freezing will dono harm. UNCOVER when the frost is leaving the ground. 


Insects.—The most important is the Rose-slug, a green, soft slug-like animal, about a quarter of an inch long, most trouble-| 
some in June; they feed upon the upper surface of the leaf. A good remedy is white Hellebore Powder mixed in water and put on with | 
a syringe, or dusting with Young’s Insect Powder. To destroy Aphis or Green Fly, dust with Young’s Insect Powder, or place 
Tobacco stems on the ground around the rose. 


Mildew.—This disease is caused by the sudden changes from heat to cold. Remedy: Dust with sulphur as soon as it appears.

HOW TO SOW FLOWER SEEDS. 


Nine-tenths of the failures in flower culture come from improper treat- 
ment of the seeds and young plants, and we urge every purchaser of our 
seeds to carefully note the following general rules: In germinating deli- 
‘cate flower ene in-doors, the best method is to sow the seed in boxes about two or three inches deep, with 
open seams in the bottom for drainage. Fill the box to within half an inch of the top with a light, fine-sifted 
soil; sprinkle the seeds on top and cover lightly, according to the kind, the coarser the seed the more soil being 
required, then press the soil lightly with a smooth board, and water with sprinkler of fine spray. Cover your 
boxes with a pane of glass and place them in front of a window where the sun’s rays can reach them. When 
the plants have made two or three leaves, transplant into other boxes or pots, about two inches apart each way, 
where they can remain until you transplant in open ground. In transplanting, lift the plants carefully, retain- 
ing as much soil to the roots as possible. This should be done in wet or cloudy weather, and, if the ground is 
dry, a good soaking of water before and after planting is desirable. 

When Seeds are Planted in the Outside Garden, great care should be taken to have the surface as fine and 
smooth as possible, and on no account should seeds be sown when the ground is wet. Cover each sort of seed 
_to a depth proportionate to its size; the finest, like Portulacca, Petunia, etc., should merely be sprinkled on the 
surface of the ground after making it quite smooth with the back of the spade, and barely covered with finely- 
sifted, light mellow soil. Press the soil down firmly over the seed with a brick or short piece of board. For 
‘larger seeds, the depth should be regulated according to the size of the seed; those of the size of a pin head, 
| one-half inch deep, and those the size of a pea, three-fourths of an inch deep. 

When the Seedlings have made a few Leaves, they should be thinned out. If they are kinds which will 
bear removal, they may be replanted in vacant spaces, and in doing this it is recommended to take advantage 
|. of cloudy weather, or toward evening, giving a light watering to settle the soil about them. 


THE FOLLOWING ARE GOLDEN RULES FOR SOWING FLOWER SEEDS. 


Do not plant the seeds too deep. The depth should never be more than three or four times the diameter of the seed. 
Never allow the ground to become thoroughly dry while the plants are smail. The soil should be always moist, but never wet. 
Make the surface as fine and smooth as possible. Do not plant seeds when the ground is at all wet. Press the soil firmly over seed.

WHEN TO PLANT.—The Chrysanthemum is easy to please on this point. Any time after the ground can be worked, even up to June 
20th, will give you good blooming plants in the fall, 


SOIL.—Dig the ground deep; putin quantities of manure. The Chrysanthemum is a gross feeder. If well fed the flowers will be large. 


DISBUDDING AND STOPPING.—When your plant is six or eight inches high, cut back to a height of four inches. Allow four shoots to 
grow from this main trunk; when these four shoots are four inches high, pinch out the terminal bud, and save three or four of the branches 
that will spring from each of these limbs. Allow these last branches to attain a height of nine inches, then stop-back for the last time, which 
should be done not later than August 15th. 


Allow one bud (flower) to each stem, and that a terminal bud. 


WHEN TO LIFT.—In localities subject to heavy frosts in October and November, plants should be lifted into large pots or boxes by 
September ist. After lifting, drench thoroughly, and never allow them to suffer for water. Give manure water, if possible, once a week, 


_ if protected from frost by sheeting, they need not be brought into the house till well into October, and, when brought in, place in a room 
without fire, and give plenty of air when not frosty. Jn cold climates winter in the cellar. 


BLACK APHIDES.—Nothing destroys this troublesome insect so easily as clean cold water dashed on forcibly with a syringe.
